Jack Long 


Jack Long’s career began in his teens when he played piano with many luminaries of the British jazz world. 
He first came to the attention of the music industry in the 1970s as a big band arranger with his transcriptions 
of some of the classic American recordings in this genre - all still widely played today. 


He has since acted as musical director for several well-known entertainers, notably Ray Ellington, and worked as a session 
pianist and accompanist, while combining a parallel career in contemporary ‘serious’ music, editing for a number 
of publishers, including Chester and Novello, and composers such as Alexander Goehr.
